The house and estate are located 
about four miles from the center of 
Dayton and can be reached either by 
automobile or an Interurbau line half

The Cox home sets on one of the

Miami vaiiev. Almost ike entire val­ 
ley was swept 'by the

changes iwere made in the law 'by tne 
recent special session of, the Indiana 
legislature. Every voter in Rush 
county is interested in these changes 
as they* simplify 
the registration 


process. 


(Under the former law there was a 


section which provided •••'••tiiat if a 


was "unable''- to appear in 


pers.pi) before either of the: .regular 
sessions of the. preteinct board he 
might cdirtply -with the law by fl'ling 
out the blank before a notary public 
and sending it to .the board by mes- 
senger. There was considerable con- 
fusion as to what -the word "unable'' 
meant and -when 'the special session 
of the general assembly 
convened 


many requests were made that the 
law be amended. There was no 
question but that voter who was ill 
might register by1 messenger but 
whether or not a voter who 'would' 
find it inconvenient -to go before the 
board in rperson could take advan- 
tage of the provision was; in dis- 
pute. 


The change that was -made, rela^ 


tive to this section was acceptable 
to both" .parties. The amendment 
which was 
passed' unanimously 


strikes out -the .word "unable"' so 
that any voter may fill out his 
blank in advance of registration day 
and permit someone else to file it 
with the board after it convenes 
When a, voter does not appear in 
person before the board he is .re- 
quired to sign the blank in the pre- 
sence of a notary public. However, 
if a notary public is not available, a 
voter may affix his signature in the 
presence of two resident voters -of 
the precinct in which ,he lives and 
it will be regarded as legal. , , 
.,;..- 


Party organization workers see 


in -this amendment an opportunity to 
secure a large registration before 
the first session to 'be held; on Sep- 
tember 4. Instead of waiting until 
registration day, the blanks can be 
distributed 
by precinct eommittee- 


mea or other1 workers in advance 
and 'the voters may return them to 
be filed by such commirteememor 
other worker after the board is- in 
session. Workers in both parties are 
endeavoring to secure as large a 
registration as possible on the first 
day so that a rush on October 4, the 
second and last registration day, 
may be avoided. 
, 


Tlie lair further provides -that re- 


gistration -blanks must be distribu- 
ted in advance of 'the 
registration 


day. These are procured from the 
county clerk. 'Another change in 
the law is that the precinct board 
shall be in session from 9 o'clock a. 
m. until 8 o'clock p. m. ; The .former 
law provided 
only for 
afternoon 


and night sessions.
